What is an Architect? 

When you build a house you need an architect's 
plan every bit as much as you need a doctor's ad- 
vice when you're sick. The physician takes care of 
your present health. The architect, however, safe- 
guards and assures the whole future well-being and 
happiness of you and your family. If you are an 
intelligent person you will neither put yourself into 
the hands of a quack nor start building a house with- 
out the plans of a registered architect. Do one or the 
other and you'll regret it — after it is too late. 

A physician and an architect actually have much 
in common. Both of them start out witi} long years 
of costly studies in many different fields, followed 
by a period of strenuous practical training. Both of 
them have to pass rigid examinations before they 
are licensed to practice and may "hang out their 
shingle"; both are bound not only by legal consider- 
ations but also by the strict and proud standards of 
their particular professions. And both must keep the 
ideal of human happiness eternally in their minds. 

After a man receives his diploma as an R.A. 
("Registered Architect"), you may be sure he has 
the knowledge his profession requires, and that he 
feels distinct responsibility towards you. 

It goes without saying that today's architect is 
particularly concerned with our changing living 
habits, with the easing of arduous household tasks 
by modern kitchen planning, by labor-saving devices, 
new color schemes, simplified homekeeping, space- 
saving furniture, and by all those little new things 
which increase the pleasure of modern family living. 

From the technical standpoint the architect is ex- 
perienced not only in complicated structural mathe- 
matics but also in the various building codes. He has 
studied architectural proportions throughout the ages 
and schooled his eye in classical beauty. He must be 
an expert on insulation, climate control, plumbing, 
lighting and heating.

be subject to control, depending upon such important 
factors as climate and building site. Therefore, in 
order to eliminate any unnecessary long distance 
guesswork about the cost of your home, you should 
consult your general contractor, material or lumber 
dealer, who is best equipped to make up such a list. 

Building Costs Vary 

Mr. Cassens' plans have been tested many times in 
actual construction. As a result we have concluded 
that because prices, these days, fluctuate so greatly 
from one area to another, only your on-the-spot 
expert (builder, contractor, material dealer, etc.) can 
give you exact information of this kind. The overall 
costs will be determined by the extras you put into 
your house, but they may be reduced materially if 
you plan to do some of the work yourself. Based on 
the assumption that all work is done by a contractor, 
present costs vary between $10-$ 15 per square foot. 

Changes in Blueprints 

By using our blueprints as a starting point your 
contractor can make changes in dimensions easily 
and more cheaply than if your plan had to be re- 
drawn from scratch. 

If you're contemplating minor changes, they can 
be made without difficulty. For instance, if the de- 
scription of the house calls for frame construction 
and you prefer brick or concrete block it can easily 
be done. Only the width of the exterior walls will 
have to be adjusted, and your contractor can accom- 
plish this from the blueprints we send you. 

Perhaps you like one of our houses but find that 
it would fit better on your lot if it were reversed, so 



that the garage would be on the left instead of on 
the right, etc. All plans can be furnished to build 
the original with sides reversed. We simply send you 
one regular set of blueprints for the lettering and 
figures and alt other sets with sides mechanically re- 
versed as in a mirror. For this service, there is no 
extra charge. If a blueprint calls for a cellar and you 
prefer a utility room instead, the change can easily 
be made since the space occupied by the cellar steps 
is enough for the necessary utility room for a furnace 
and a water heater. You may even be able to use the 
same door, but if, in some instances, it is necessary 
to move the entrance, your contractor can easily 
make the required alterations.
